The home of Gen. Luis F Llov- 
era Paez, who held high office 
under Perez,

night club frequented by support­ 
ers of the ousted regime were 
wrecked or burned by the mobs. 
Authorities here expressed con­ 
cern over the fate of some for­ 
eign 
residents—notably the Ital­ 
ians who indorsed Perez’ Decem­ 
ber drive for “reelection,”

of any threat to the 40,000 Amer

Kills Girl, Hurls 
Her Body in Well

held a young bachelor farmer to 
day 
for strangling a 
12 year old 
girl, dropping her nude body into 
a narrow well shalt and dumping 
about JOO pounds of concrete blocks 
in her temporary tomb. 
The battered corpse of Leslie 
Benedict was removed Friday night 
from beneath about eight concrete 
blocks, each weighing 40 pounds, 
which Paul Edward Huber, 25, con 
fessed he threw into the well. 
Digging crews were doubtful at 
first that they could recover Les­ 
lie’s body before today. They sank 
a parallel shaft by the 14 to-16 inch 
. wide well ami were able 
remove 
the smashed remains through a 
hole bored into the side of the 
well. 


Plagued by his conscience, Hu­ 
ber confided to his sister what he 
had done, then turned himself in 
to authorities. 
His confession end 
led a search in which 150 persons, 
five 
airplanes, 
and 
bloodhounds 
had taken part since last Wednes­ 
day. 


The young farmer dictated his 
confession into a tape recorder. 
Ile described how Ije had come 
across Leslie walking along a prai­ 
rie road, 15 miles outside of Win­ 
ner. 


Huber said he offered her a ride 
to school, but instead drove to his 
dilapidated farm home at nearby 
( arter, S. D«, and made indecent 
advances to her. 
He strangled her 
as she repelled him with kicks and 
screams, he said, then tore off her 
clothing and 
dragged 
her nude 


I body to the well IOO yards behind 
his home.

Supervisor Neff joined the De­ 
partment of Conservation in city 
reasons for planting trees under 
this trial bid plan, or any other 
plan. 
“Forest 
tree 
seedling 
quickly 
grow into money from successive 
sales of thinnings, posts, 
poles, 
pulpwood and finally sawlogs,” Mr. 

"Their growth rep­ 
resents new wealth accruing to the 
farmer, laborer and state.” 
He pointed out that a forest cov­ 
er stops destructive soil erosion on 
hills and siltation damage to bot­ 
tom land.

By Soviet Envoy 


WASHINGTON (PJR)—Russia and 
the United States today were re­ 
ported ready to sign an agreement 
ion cultural exchanges covering tel­ 
evision to tourists. 
But the two 
| nations remained spilt on an ap­ 
proach to summit talks. 
At the same time Russian Am­ 
bassador Georgi Zaroubin proposed 
anew to Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon an exchange of vliita be­ 
tween U. S congressional deiega- 
lions and the Supreme Soviet. 
Officials said Llewellyn E. Thomp­ 
son Jr., U. S. ambassador to Mo*- 
cow, had found Russian Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko un­ 
receptive to preparatory talka for 
a 
conference 
between heads of 
state. 
Russians Agree To Study 
But Thompson, who is flying her# 
Sunday for State Department con­ 
ferences and a possible meeting 
with President Eisenhower, report­ 
ed Gromyko had agreed to "study” 
proposals initiated by the United 
States. 
Thompson met with th* 
Soviet diplomat earlier thii week. 
The State Department said Gro­ 
myko "adhered” to the position of 
Russian Premier Nikola A. Bul­ 
ganin to start at the summit now 
and work down later. 
Thompson insisted upon th* re­ 
verse. 
Ile maintained President 
Eisenhowers position that there 
could be no top level East-West 
meeting to discuss easing world 
tensions without thorough prepa­ 
ration first on an ambassadorial 
level working_on up through the 
[foreign ministers.
